That  any  Legisla¬ 
ture  ahould  thus  have  acquired  the 
habit — the  mere  h  d  habit — of  bang¬ 
ing  in  any  bill  to  abrogate  the  rights 
of  the  people  of  any  hamlet,  borough 
or  town' to  decide  'for  themselves  un 
der  what  government  they  shall  five 
subject  of  course  to  the  constitution, 
is  a  piece  of  earners  m«e  iuipudem 
and  inainuatiou  that  ought  to  lx?  halt 
ed  ot  once  and  forever.  If  auy  of  the 
gentlemen  who  are  so  fond  of  going 
to  X  ten  ton  were  to  wake  up  some 
morning  and  find  the  fence  around 
his  own  house  and  garden  removed

his  pejghbor'g  enclosure,  he  would 
get  apoplectic  with  wrath  aud  call  the 
business  a  steal.

And  is  a  steal  less  a  steal  because  a 
Legislature  does  it  f  8omeh< 
immorality  done  according  to  law  does 
not  strike  the  people  the  same  as  one 
not  according  thereto.  This  baWt  of 
“passing  a  laiw”  to  sauetify  a  wrung, 
especially  the  wrong  of  filching  the 
people's  fundamental  right  {p  consent 
to  the  form  of  government  under 
which  they  shall  live,  has  gone  far 
enough,  yea  altogether  too  far.  The 
“oonsent  of  the  governed,"  of  which 
every  American  citizen  makes  so 
much  boast  that  it  is  the  pftucipie 
upon  which  the  government  of  this 
oountry  rests,  has  almost  entirely  dis¬ 
appeared,  and  for  it  has  been  substi¬ 
tuted  theoonsent  of  the  political  boss¬ 
es,  miscalled  representative  govern 
(  ment. 

Now  is  the  time  to  put  a  short  stop 
to  tbe  usurpation  by  our  servants  of 
their  masters'  rights.  Inch  by  inch 
they  have  crept  along,  occupying  first 
one  small  outwork  of  our  liberties, 
then  another,  without  awaking  more 
,  than  a  weak  protest,  until  now  they 
are  in  tbe  very  citadel  and  turning  ns 
out  The  people  have  allowed  it,  too. 
Therein  lies  the  bitterness  of  our 
wrong.  It  was  our  own  fault,  /or,  as 
it  has  been  well  said  “every  govern 
ment  is  ss  bad  as  the  people  will  per¬ 
mit  it  to  be.”  This  being  so  let  us 
make  a  determined  effort  to 
this  proposed  capture  by  the  Newark 
gang  of  political  cormorants,  aud 
make  other  such  attempts  impossible 
by  restoring  our  old  constitutional 
right  of  supervising  and  correcting 
our  servants'  acts  by  the  just  now 
shelved  Referendum.  Let  the  people 
rule.
